3 -Sir— There can bo no trade or com- 
||i|rce unless there are buyers and 
sellers. Tim whole .structure of busi- 
ness is founded on this basi.s, and moans 
tliat it will bring buyers and seller.s to- 
.I' gother -beneficial to the community. 
The wave of depression that has long 
paralyzed business in the east is now 
-..upon us in its full force, and vrefeel its 
iipitter effects and are anxiously looking 
around to see how and where wc can 
economize in providing for our daily 
^ requirements. The wants of a public 
market has long been felt in this city. 
It has often been agitated and oven 
promised, and a c<^Iy" building was 
\'erected pn'the strength of its name by 
I -inducing the ratepayers to vote for it, 
they believing it was intended for a 
market as announced by its promoters. 
The building was finished, sliam stalls 
''" were erected, and there the farce end- 
ed. Had the market been established as 
.„ it ought to have heen how much more 
eoonbmical and better could wo pro- 
vide for our wants? Tiie farmers and 
gardeners would no longer be dis- 
. couraged if they felt sure they had a 
^' good chance of meeting buyers of their 
prodRPS.':TThey would plant more and 
greater varieties and take a pride in 
n^rodjrcing good articles. The consumer 
Vdiild 'So' longer be imposed on by a 
middle-man doing his buying at from 
10 to 100 per cent, jjrotit on the 
transaction, but ho could do his own 
biiying in a few minutes on a market 
'day and have a varibty to choose from. 
'" He-'could know who he was dealing 
..■•owith and' what he was buying, and feci 
" 'certain tiiat the vegetables be purchas- 
ed had not been sweltering for hours in 
, a GIthy .Chinese den to bo contaminat- 
ed' with disease and opium smoke, or 
"* produced by the beastly and abominable 
mode of culture of the Oele«tial race. 
-Jlbe same causes ' and efleuts that ap- 
ply to vegetables apply to everything 
el.se of farm and garden produce in- 
tended -for food. If hens are fed on 
foiil garbage neither their ileah nor 
.,,^eggs are tit to bo used. The same CiUi 
be said of hogs, cattle and sheep. By 
'having a public market the buyer can 
aT^oiJ'ptirchasing such inferior article.s, 
fpr,1A' ijiany cases he will know the 
vender, or if not he can form a good 
oijiniou of what he is and what he ha.s 
'for sale. A great deal has fjceu said 
.Oa^aiiistitfas class called middle-men; but 
Ij.cannot see „ why they should be 
abused. It is a matter of business with 
them, and as long as we allow them to 
do our buying they have a perfect 
right to make us pay for it. In hard 
times like th« present wo cannot afibrd 
it; hence a market would bo a great 
saving to the consumer and beneficiaj 
■;to the producer, insuring the latter 
quick sales and cash for his. produce, 
enabling him to buy cheaper liy paying 
cash for his own requirenjeuts. Nearly 
7all the vegetables used in thi.s city are 
either raised by Chinamen or come in 
*f^om a foreign country. Allowing our 
J jliopjjllgfeign |o be 6,^00 and each ono to 
consume 10 cents worth of vegetables 
j)er week, it amounts to .$G00 or §31,- 
200 per year. By having a public 
market the most of this large sum 
\ yould.ba retained ip. the country and 
■ k^pt in. circulation, for dozens of vege- 
.. 'teimB-.-gardeiis,,' would' bo started by 
: wliitb men an'd" other people who con- 
■v 'forin to tho usages and customs of the 
V. white race, and in a short time they 
5fl?0illd be able to fully supply the do 
'li^atid, drive out the Chinese and stop 
the-'ilnportation of vegetables and a 
large amount of fr.uitnnqw imported. 
As things aro at present? it is all the 
(8amjB;-yf5'*|lvf/;>X^ '^^^W® Chinese who 
'are Vctnafly iforeignerV inside, or the 
J'ibreigiiar-, ouus-icle. 'i'ne money leaves 
our shores forever. It is a common 
thing in Victoria to cry down the 
farmers; to call them a lazy, worthless 
lot who have, to _buy their flour and 
chicken fbodiV : It -is^a' f bird that 
. poUutea.its ;pwn•:•ilestj;[;.anc|K^^^^ 
lijtoy such birds here', 'even in the Legis- 
lature, Such ai-e a disgrace to their 



r ice and ought to be branded as trai- 
tors. Establish a proper market and 
we will soon be supplied with all the 
vegetables ,we require, fresh, pure and 
wholei|pml^\i^lso;;ple^^ all the kinds' 
of fruit''l;ha't'cari '1)6 raised in this lati- 
tude, and grain of all kinds, beef, pork, 
mutton and poultry, eggs and butter. 
In a short time the farmers will be 
able to raise wheat enough to 
make sufficient Hour to supply 
the demariST;;and' ~'Stop ■ another 
leak by which the -dollars leave 
our Province. Every dollar retained 
in the country is a dollar saved to the 
country. How long will it be before 
we shall learn this lesson and, as Dr. 
Tolraie says, wencf ojic ways J Let us 
glance'at'ourpresenfc'^'doiiigs, and- we- 
will find it nearly a.s follows:"— ^Smith 
comes into town with a box of butter. 
He goes to Jones, a middleman, to sell 
it ; but Mr. Jones informs him ho has 
just received a supply from California 
and does not want it. Smith then may 
go to Brown,, anothi^i^i^middlema^^ 
it's this same story there. At' last' lie 
may succeed in selling it to Hobinson 
at a very low tigurn — half trade, half 
cash. Again, Mr. Smith comes in with 
a load of potatoes for sale, and another 
Jone.s, who is not a middleman, wants 
to buy a load. Mr. Smith gbea-iipono 
street trying to sell his produce and Mr. 
Jone.i goes down another street trying 
to buy ; but as the streets do not meet 
at a public market, they do not meet. 
The middleman buys the i)ro(lueo from 
Smith at less than it coat Smith to 
raise it, and ho sells it to IMr. Jones for 
]ierhaps 50 per cent, more than he gave 
for it. This is almost a daily occur- 
rence in Victoria, Sundays excepted, 
and presents about aa poor a s[)eeinien 
of thrift or businessras'could bo found 
in any country under the sun claiming 
to be civilized. A public mnrkot jiro- 
perly managed would overcome all 
such . unbusinesslike transactions. A 
shrewd man judges a country by the 
contents of its public market.s. Wiiat 
would a stranger think of our.^, where 
he would find sham stalls, which I am 
informed arc \i\\t to a very ditlerent 
use than that tiioy were suppo.sud to le 
for. 

It is surely' timo^the people of this 
Province were paying^moro attention 
to the various industries', that concern 
them, and making an earnest efTort to 
encourage home production. Wo .shonld 
and can raise all tho agricultural pro- 
ducts that can be raised 'in, ourilati- 
tudo, not only for food but also for ex- 
port; anVl there is no reason why good 
wheat should not be as valuable in 
Victoria as in Portland or San Fran- 
cisco, if our business men are wjiat 
they ought to be. Everyman who is 
true to his country will encour.igc his 
own race and home products, both 
agricultural aiifl — manufactures. - - A 
public ftnarket is one of ;tho best ifisti- 
tutions to show what a country is made 
of. AVo want no expensive market 
building, or anything on a costly scale. 
Let a beginning be made bo it ever so 
small; but let it be made ; and let evci'j 
who.iain.favor .of it sign the petitiop^ 
no w iii ' circijlatlori "^o ..tho Mayor "arid 
Council to establish *:ji'.l'inarket, and 
show that he is alive t'o his own ant 
the public interests. R.

ENGLAND. 

London, March 9. — It seems lo be 
admitted on all sides that the home 
rulers will win soiiio seats in Ireland 
and tiiat tho Government will lose 
several in Ireland and Scotland. It 
remains for the English constituencies 
to decide wheth'ir Conservatives are to 
have a majority which will bear down 
Liberals and Irish homo rulers. Vv hat 
is chiefly to bo feared is an equal bal 
ance of power which would leave both 
constitutional parties dependent on the 
homo rule vote. 

In tho House of Commons to-day 
tho Chancellor of the Exchequer said 
that writs for a now election will 
]n-obably be issued on tho 2'lth inst., 
the day after tho House of Commons 
separates. 

In tho House of Commons to-night 
the navy estimates were considered. A 
vote of -1-1,000 oflBcers and men for tho 
navy was agreed \o. A vote of five 
million pouiid.q on account of civil 
service estimates was granted. 

Tho stoinier Fravaneoro, with the 
homeward Indian mail, was wrecked 
at Otranto. Tho crew, pa.ssengers and 
mails wero saved. 

FRANCE. 
Paris, IMarcli 9. — The Senate, I-IS 
to 129, rejected clause seven of Jules 
Ferry's Education 1)111. During the 
debate Ho Frecynotte, Presidont of the 
Council, -declared that, if tho clause 
should be rejected the exeoutive would 
bo obliged to enforce .against tho Jesu- 
its much harder laws than already 
existing. Dufauror, republican, op- 
posed the clause describing the bill as 
despotic anil calculated to humiliate re- 
ligion and violate liberty.

DIIIECTOB.S' REPORT. 

The Directors, in presenting their an- 
nual report, have to congratulate the sub- 
scribers on tlio erection and furnishing of 
tho niuch-noedod fever ward. This has 
boon accomplished from the funds , left on 
hand from tho previous year. The ur- 
gent necessity of relieving the' hospital of 
a number of patients to whom no m.atcr- 
ial relief can bo given has been pi-ossed 
upon tho Government by tho directors, 
and also by a public meeting of citizens 
called for tho purpose of establishing a 
convalescent Homo. It is confidently ex- 
pected that a sum of money will be grant- 
ed .'for -the erection of such a home, 
thus enabling tho hospit.al to better fulfil 
its proper olHco of restoring tho sick to 
health. It is also necessary that tho hos- 
pital bo put in a position to receive female 
patients, and it is hoped that tho grant 
will bo sufKoiont to provide a separate 
ward for sick women distinctly apart from 
tho present men's ward. In the past, 
owing to thoro being but a small room 
with ono bod only available for tho pur- 
pose, female patients have had to be 
treated in lodgings in tho city at extra 
expense nnd much extra work from tho 
medical officer. 

During tho past year tho comfort of 
the patients has been increased, seats 
having been placed in tho grounds and 
books added to tho library. Tho condi- 
tion of tho building ha.s been improved, 
the surgical ■w:u'd (a badly plastered struc- 
ture, always damp) having been weather- 
boarded. Painting having beoii doiio 
and sundry reiwirs made, it may now 
be considered in good order. 

All claims against tho hospital have- 
been paid up to tho ond of last February. 

The Treasurer's report will show the 
present financial condition. 

With tliaiiks tho Dircctore have to note 
that tho hospital has largelj' benefitted by 
liberal donations of coal from the A'"an- 
cuuvor Coal Co., from Messrs. Duusmuir, 
Diggla it Co. and from G. Stelly, by 
various gifts from thoughtful citizens of 
Victori:i, such as books, periodicals, 
flowers, plants, casto't' clothing, old linen, 
etc., by visits fioin ministers of religion, 
and by the interest taken in its welfare 
by the public generally as shown by the 
visitors book. It is hoped that this in- 
terest will increase as it is a benefit to 
many patients a:!d an incentive to the 
ofKccra of tho institution to faithfully 
discharge thoir duties. ' 

It is to be regretted that tho subscrip- 
tion list falls short of that of la3t year. 
•This is not owing to any want of effort in 
canvassing, but doubtless to an unusual 
call made on the public for conlributiona 
to another worthy object. 

Ill closing this report tho Directors ten- 
der their thanks to the honorary consult- 
ing medical men for assistance on extra 
occasions. They also express their satis- 
faction with tho attention and considerate 
conduct of Dr. J. B. MatthowH, the ijisit- 
ing .surgeon, also, with tho zeal andbfB- 
cioncy of Mr. and Mrs, Gilbert Robinson, 
the sunerintendeiit ;uid matron.

The report closes with a com- 
plimentary allusion to the admirable 
manner in which tho interior of tho Hos- 
pital is now directed by the Superinten- 
dent and nurse, who are all that can be 
wished.

Honry Wafer, purser of the steamship 
City of Gliuator, deposed that he heard 
the first pfTicer sing out "ship ahead, no 
light I" He looked and saw a ship with- 
out a light and w.as afterw.ards told that 
it was the bark Mary G. Reed, Witness 
flaw no light on the vessel at any time.
